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DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on February 14, 2006 has been entered. 



Response to Arguments 
2. Applicant's arguments with respect to Claims 1, 5, and 6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention, 

4. Claims 1, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claims contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 



invention. 
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5. Claims 1,5, and 6 now each respectively require a switch operable to selectively connect 
an input of the horizontal transfer register to one of a group comprised of a pulse signal, a fixed 
voltage level, and a float level. In other words, the claims require choosing element A, or 
element B, or element C from a group comprised of, but not limited to, elements A, B, and C. 
The Examiner's interpretation of the claims as such is fully supported by Applicant's remarks. 
More specifically. Applicant recites, "the currently amended claims now clearly require that the 
switch IS REQUIRED to select one from a group of signals as listed" (see Amendment, page 6). 
However, the Examiner believes this subject matter now required by the claim language was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

6. Turning to the figures 2 A and 2B and page 8 (1^^ fiill paragraph), it is clear that the 
switch shown in figure 2A is "for selecting a 0in or a predetermined potential Vc" and that the 
switch shown in figure 2B is "for selecting a 0in or a floating level". At no point in the figures 
or specification is there a single switch circuit that switches between at least three different 
elements, as now required by the claims. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2 - 4 are allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The closest prior art teaches and/or fairly suggests a solid state image pickup device and 

method of driving the same wherein a photoelectric converter portion, a horizontal charge 
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transfer portion, a charge/voltage converter portion are provided with driving pulses wherein said 
driving pulses may selectively supplied to the solid state image pickup device; 

However, the closest prior art does teach or fairly suggest selectively replacing any one 
of said driving pulses with a floating level and then subsequently applying a different driving 
pulse to the same input at which the driving pulse, that is to be replaced with the floating level, 
was input to.
